One of the Largest Wholesale Cloth- 


lag HoDses in Chicago Goes 


to the Wall. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 31.—Twenty-six con- 


fessions 
of judgments, aggregating 


8200,000, were filed in the circuit court 
to-day by Leopold Bros. & Co., the big 
wholesale clothing firm at 229 Franklin 
street. The confessions were for sums 
ranging from 82,000 to 825,000. Leo- 
pold Bros., & Co., are one of the 
largest firms of the kind in the 
city and the news of their trouble 
created great surprise in the whole- 
sale clothing trade. The liabilities will 
aggregate 8300.000. 
The firm was es- 


tablished in 1856 and did a business of 
about 81,000,000 a year. The tightness 
of the money market and slowness of 
collections are the reasons given for the 
failure. The real reason, however, is 
believed to be the reduction of their 
capital, caused by the death of two of 
the partners and the withdrawal of their 
money interests by their widows. 


WI&.L TH£KE BE A STRIKE? 


Indiana Miners \ow Considering the 


question at Terre Haute. 


TERKE HACTB, Oot 31.—A delegates' 


convention of miners of the state is be- 
ing held here to consider the proposed 
strike to-morrow. There are forty-sis 
present, representing both the bitumin- 
ous and block coal mines. The conven- 
tion is being held under the auspices of 
tho United Mineworkers' union, but 
delegates are present representing un- 
organized miners, who number about 
one-half of all in the state. 
The block- 


coal miters signed a yearly scale for 75 
cents a ton the year around, beginning 
last May, and the bituminous miners 
signed for 70 cents. Always heretofore 
during the six months beginning on 
November 1 they have had a higher 
scale than during the summer six 
months, and miners who favor a strike 
if the 10 cents increase is not granted 
say the present scale was signed nnder 
duress. 


THE WILDEST STOItH 


For Tears Struck St. John* Harbor 


TeHterday. 


ST. JOHKS, N. B., Oct. Sl.-^The wild- 


est storm for years struck St. Johns 
harbor yesterday. It was from the 
sonth-weat, and therefore the shipping 
was protected by the breakwater. The 
velocity of the wind was forty-four miles 
an hour, with occasional gusts of greater 
violence. 
Serious damage has been 


done to the breakwater. 


When the storm was at its height and 


unndreds we;e watching the waves 
breaking over the railway track at 
Union street, a terrific wind blast lifted 
Fred Mnnde, aged thirteen years, from 
the wharf into the raging sea.

'•Washed wools of the first class, pay 


twice the rates of unwashed wools. The 
rates ou woolen and worsted yarns and 
cloths are heavily increased, paying 
generally from 10 cents a pound to 33 
cents per pound. The rates on blankets, 
iats and flannel underwear are also in- 
creased, as well as woman's and chil- 
dren's dress goods, coat linings, web- 
jings, bindings, braids, etc. On fine 
carpe s the rates are increased from 45 
cents to 60 cents per square yard, and 
on cheaper grades the increase is greater 
in proportion."

he tariff, from 42 cents to about 55 
jents. The letter says that the manu- 
aoturers are already figuring to see how 
ligh they can advance their goods, 
.nd that in order to protect orders 
o be filled during the next thirty 
or forty days, merchants will have 
o put up a handsome margin. 
It says 


hat, while the jobbers have the goods 
he merchants can get them without the 
advance, but that the manufacturers are 
lolding back their stuff, and very few 
obbers have much of a stock on hand. 
Phere is not one section in the whole 
MeKinley bill which shows that the 
slightest consideration was given to the 
nterest of labor. 
The bill is said to be 


a bill to reduce the revenue, and yet it 
s intended to increase taxation.

So, too, does the "snapapple 
cross"; apples and lighted candles are 
placed on the opposite ends of a wooden 
cross, suspended by a string, and the at- 
tempts to rescue an apple with the 
mouth is generally rewarded by catch- 
ing the twirling candle, 


Thrco plates, containing earth, water 


and a ring, are placed on the table, the 
fortune seeker is led blindfolded, and 
his selection dooms him to death, exile 
or marriage within the ensuing year. A 
somewhat similar form of divination ex- 
ists in Scotland. 


"Popping" is a custom as popular in 


America as in the old country, where it 
originated. One girl heats a shovel red 
hot. Two chestnuts aro then named 
after two of the company, as Jennie and 
Jack.
